Speech of the “Little 0l1d Hero
of a Hundred Battles,”

Proceedings of the Con-
vention Yesterdav,

CrLevirawp, Ohiwo, Sept. 17 —The Soldiers
and Satlors’ Convention, in response to a call from
those favorable to the policy of President Johnson
of and action of the Philadelphin Convention,
Aogust the 14th, met In this city to-dsy. A pavil-
fom, 100 fest In length by 60 in breadin, bad been
erected in the park for the nse of the Convention,
and at 9 o'ol the delegations entered, praceded
by & band of music, nnd were seated: atter which
the crowd from the outside wns admitted, nnd
dilled the tent to Its utmost oapaoity.

Previous to the organizntion quite a spirited
soene was witnessed—ihe delegations rising and
oheering with all thelr might succeasively for the
“0ld Fiag," and Generals Quster, Roussean, Wool
and McUlellan; the Cownstitation, the thirty.six
States and Andy Johnson, and after a brief brenth-
lng spell, for Grant, Secretary Seward, the Ameri-
onn Army and General Swadman and Gov. Bram-
lette, of ntucky.

As the oheering was called for and given in each
cnse, there was a scene of the wildest enthusinsm,
the delegates and speciators rising and swinging
their hats and shouling most vigorously.

By previous arrangement Governor Bramletts
fominated Major Genernl John E, Wool, as the
oldest Major Creneral in the United States, nnd
probably i the worid, as the temporary President,

General Wool was received with loud cheers,
and nddressed the Uonvention as follows

Gentlemen: A greatful hésrt thnoks you for
your chesring welcome, A more Hatering and
<cheeriug position could not have been assigned to
me thau the one just conferred, as presiding off-
cér, although but tempornrily, over this nssemblage
of patriots and heross—the true defenders of their
country and the Union. Be assured it will ever
be remembered as the most precicus incident of n
long military career. The object of this great mil-
itary Convention, If 1 unaerstind It correctly, is
to vonsider the principles demonstrated by the
Nationul Unlon Convention at Phlladelphin, and
the restoration policy of President Johnson. On
these pubjects 1 would simply remark that the
sooner Congress recognizes the States declared by
a majority of its members 1o be out of the Union
as constituted parts of the Union, and namit their
loynl representatives to senls in the halis of Oons
gress, and permit them Lo participats in the ra-
tional legiaintion of the country, the svoner will
be allayed the fears and apprehensions of the peo-
ple, of the dangers which again mennce the peace
of the country and the perpetuity of the Unlon.

With the most bitter and vindictive feelings a
war of words for thirty years was oarried on be.
tween the northern radical abolitionits and the
slaveholders of the southern States, Everything
wias done and said to promote and keep slive the
controversy. 1t finally culminated in a rebellion
in the spring of 1561, which for atrocity, the sacri-
flee of lives, the expeditnre of untold millions of
money, tbhe loss of property, followed by pesti-
lence, famine and desolation, has no parallel in
the history of nations,

This bloody and desolating war was brought to
a cloge In the spring of 1565, when the rebels, un-
fable longer to ecarry on the war, surrendered,
with their armies, to our gallant (Generals Grant,
Sherman nnd others. The rebel armies were por-
mitted, under parole, to return to their homes, and
there awnit the orders of the United States govern-
ment, the officers and soldiers of their armies
pledging themselves to become true and faithial
supporters of the Constitution and the laws of the
United States, Such were the terrible results of a
four years' war, caused by the institution of sia.
VETy.

J?lew days after the =surrender of Lee and his
nrmy, President Lincoln was assassinated. This
atrocious crime. greatly mourned by the nation,
placed Vice President Johnson in the Presidentinl
¢halr. His elevarion was halled by nociamation
throonghout the land, and this, 100, because of his
love and devotion to his country, and his boldness
while Senstor of the United States in ndvocating
the preservation of the Union in opposition to
every other sonthern Senntor. Few men, north or
sonth, were subjected to greater sacrifices on ace
count of patriotism than Andrew Johnson; and
although plundered of his property and driven
from his Eome. he returned again, and by his in.
domitable energy and perseverance, with other
patriots of his Stiate, reclaimed Tennesses from
trenson snd rebeilion.

This bold and daring friend of the Unfon can be
no traitor! Bal, strange as It may appear, he is
denounced as a truitor, And threatened by the radi-
cal members of the Republican party with lme-
peachment. It may be asked, with propriety,
what has President Johnson done that he should
be denounced as a traitor, and threstened with im-
peachment ] Ia it for anything more than for the
axercise of the most noble and generouns efflorts to
concilinte and bring back into the folds of the
Union 4 brave people, and make the Unlted States
what they should be—a united, great people |

It oug{t pot to be forgotten that the cause
(elavery) which engendered the rebellion has been
removed. Three or four millions of slaves had been
declared fres by an amendment of the Constitution.
Thoee of the southern States most interested in the
abolition of slavery, which deprived them of o
large amount of what they culled property, and
whioh they had considered all important to their
interests and welfare, qhietly submitted to the
amendment, Those who prepared the amendment
omitted to guard agalnst what would follow when
too late,

It was disgovered that the freeing of 4,000,000 of
slaves would increase the southern repressntation
in Qongress, from twenty-flve to thirty Represen.
tatives. This was to be overcome, lest the aboll-
tion radicals ehould lose thelr control of the gove
ernmment, Youn ssk of Oongress another amend-
ment of the Qonsutution, Failing In these efforts,
all that bitterness of feeling hus been revived
which existed for thirty years between the radioals
of the east aund porth and southern slaveholders.

Another civil war is foreshadewed unless the
freedmen are placed on an equality with their
previous masters. If this cannot be aocomplished,
radicals partisans, with a ruging thirst for blood
and plupder, are again ready to luvade the south-
ern States, and lay waste the territory not filready
desolated. With the sword on the one hand aud
the torch on the other, these revengeful parussns
would leaye their conntry 8 how!ing wilderness for
the want of more vigtories to gratify an unsparing
cruelty. 1f they should sncosed in inflicting on
the country another war, it would be more terrible
than the one from which we have jost emerged. It
could not be confined to the southern States, but
would extend itealf over the length and breadth of
the United States, and only close with the over-
throw of the best government ever devised, and
the destruction of the finest couniry on the face
of the globs,

If suoh should be the fata our great republican
smpire, the cause must not be songht for in oor
military camps, but in the forum, thronged within-
flammatory orators and aspiring demagogues, with
souls dead to thelr country’'s honor and spoiled
with corruption, I nesed not tell this greal nssem-
biage of officers, soldiers and sallors, most of
whom hbave been engaged In many perilons
battles defending their gomntry and their coun-
try's bonor, that war Is o great evil, indead,
the test that oan befall any country or
people. 1L bas ever bean the corse of nations
nudpma cause of all the oppression imposed on tha
people of Europe. If you would guard your ouce
free and happy and prosperous country from op-
pression uz oppressive laxes, beware how you
encourage war, Epoourage not demagogues who,
to grauty ambition or revenge, would drench their
country in blood, The loss of liberty comimances
with oppression, and war follows oppression. The
'UnuJBum as conguerors can afford to be just
snd magnenimous; the brave are ilways merciful
and generous. As President Jobuson said, +'We
have war snough; let there be peace.

Reocollsct hat the recent rebelllon, engendarsd by
radical abolitionists sud those slaveholders, lenves
the northern States with more than & huondred
thousand pensioners, besides thonsands and tens
of thousands of widows and orphaus 10 Weep
over the gravesof their oniy protectors and the
defenders 0f the Union. Yet there sre thoss among

I would enll upon yon, oficers, soldiars
snilors, to sthnd by the Union, which, in & war of
fonr years, when blood flowed in torrents, by your
gallantry, and indomiwmbls psrasverascs and
courage was saved frown ruip and destruotion.

I entreat you to spare no efforts to pressrve thin
repubio sntaok-- isat hope of the oppressed of
the world.

With confident expeotations that you will, as
heretofore, prove youtrssives the snviors of your
couniry, 1 agnin gratefully thank you for the hohor
you have this day conferred on me, And nssure
you that 1 aver will be with you in the defence
of onr glorious Union.,

The spoech was greeted with applaase through-
ont, nnd long continned chearing ut ita close.

The poesages declaring that Johnson oan be no
trajtor, that the brave are always gsnerous, and
that, as the President aays, “we Mave had war
snough,” were obeered with particular enthu-
sinam.

Resolved, That the Presidents of the different
State delegnilons report to the President of the
permanent organization the names of nll the mem-
bers of their respective delegations who are known
to be dishonornbly discharged the service of the
United States, and that such perrons so reported
be not allowed to participate in the provesdings of
this Convention,

General Ouster announced that many of the dele.
gations were not yet full, thatl members were now
on their way, who onght to have an opportuenity
to purticipate in the business of the parmanént
organization, and be therefore offerea a resolution
to adjourn uotil ten o'clock to-morrow morning,
Subseguently thie resolution wns withdrawn,
and Mr. Oampbell moved that Gepernl Thomas
Ewing, Jr, of Kansas, now nddress the Convens
tion. In reaponsa to calls trom all sldes, Geoeral
Ewing appeared npon the stand, and wias ntro.
duced by the President saylng: “If you have any
cheers to give, you ean give them."” Loud cheers
greeted this suggestion und General Ewing, who
roceeded to sddress the Counvention st great
ength on all the political topicy of the day.

He said they had assembled to consnlt as to thelr
duty and action in the lmpending political ¢one
flict; they owed alleginnee to no political pariy, bat
to the country nnd its laws, Belore the war mitny
of them had been Republicans, many of them
Demoorats, with varying opinions on the guestion
of slavery., That gquestion was decided lu the cone
test of 1560. At the close of the contest eleven
States withdrew from the Union, and the Presi-
dent called upon the people to come forward nud
suppress the reyolt, The call was promptly re-
sponded to by Democrats, Republicans and  Bell
and Everett men, and after four years of war the
rebellion wis supprassed.

What bound us together in that confliot of arms'!
Not hatred of slavery; for on that question we
differed. Not love of war; for we all desired
pence, Not hatred of the southern people; for
they were our conptrymen. No, it was the senti-
ment of nationality, the defermination that the
Union should be preserved and made perpstunl—
that was the only purpose of the war, and wns so
recognized by the army and navy of the United
Stutes, That was the sentiment that rawsed ull our
nrmies, and the guide of them all. Neither army,
nor Davy., ner peopie had any other purpose,
Lincoln adbered throughout the war to that
]uwam- _

hen it was said that the rebellion wine stagger-
Ing and nbout to fuil, the radicnls began to consider
how the contest conld be wound up so as to per-
petuate their power and promote their sectional
theories and Interests, A month after the Amnesty
proclamanon of Lincoln they presented thelr plan
of reconstruction through Henry Winter Davlis,
declaring the southern Siates annihilated, and re-
guiring the readmission of the same as territories.
Lincoln refused to sign if, nod they then opened
thelr assaulis on him the same as now upon John-
gon, and for precisely the same reason & convens
tion was ealled at Qleveland to denounce Lin-
coln's pian,
The speaker here read the oall for that Oonyen-
tion, which he said sounded hike & blast from the
bugle of Greeley or Forney., At the present da
the same men Are now threaening w impesc
Johnson, Thesame men who stood by Lincoln
then, stand by Johnson now, with the single ex-
ception of Mr, Lane, of Indiana. The Presiden-
tinl canvass onme on, und tha party that had car-
ried on the war met in convention nt Baltimore
and renominated Lincoln by acclamation, That
Convention pasged & resolntion, drawn by Hon,
H. J. Raymond, that the only declaration of pedce
and restoration were the surrender of the rebel
army and the return of the southern people to
their nllegisnce. The radicnls clung on 1w the
sRirte of the war party, and theréby secured their
re-election; but nothing daunted, they renewsd
their onslanght on the President,

In the light of this recital, 18 it Johnson or Con-
gress that has torned traltor to the principles on
which he and Lincoln and Congress were elected !
Congress still wishes to blow the embers of war
while Johnson desires peace, They will have no
peace except on térms which secure party and sec.
tional dominion, while Johnson desires union on
the busis of the Constitution. The secesslonists
drove the States into rebellion by the dreaded cry
of the abolilionist, while the radicals keep the
Union separated by the still mere dreaded ory of
truitor! That cry had no terror to the soldiers.
Their oath taken on entering the army bound them
to preserve the Uulon by every means in thelr
power. They owed alleginnce rather to the Oon-
Etitution than to philauthropic theorists, howeayer
right. To ssive that Constitution they wera ready
to strike hands with the Demooratic party, and
laubor with it s0 long as it remains true W the
Union.

The spenker disonssed nt length the question of
the coustitutional ameéndment, bolding that we
will look 1o valn for the soutn to vote to degrade
200,00 of thelr ablest men, or to surrender one-
fourth of their representatives ns i penalty for re-
fusing suflrnge to the negroes, he Loulsisna
Convention Intended to make rulers of the ne-
groes und sluves of the whites, nnd when Con.
gress reassembles they will probably do it. The
army with which Grant sphit the confaderacy in
two wonld not be able to preserve order. Anarony
would ensus, and probably another clvil war,
whose ashes would cover the foundations of the
government.

Genernl Ewing elaborately argued the various
constitutional questons at length, belug greeted
with great npplauss, and, at the close, loud cheers
and the thanks of the Convention, which resolved
to publish the speech in their procesdiugs. There
wns gpenking during the evenlug by various
speaukers,

The Convention then adjonrned pursuant to the
resolution offered by Gen. Quster,
